OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 

LAMBERT  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL, 

For  the  Year  ending  30th  September  1927. 


The  Trustees  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their  Thirty-seventh 
Annual  Report  for  the  Year  ending  30th  September,  1927,  comprising 
a  summary  of  cases  treated  during  the  year,  and  a  Financial  Statement 
showing  the  Income  and  Expenditure  during  the  same  period. 

Receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  £778  9s.  4d.  For  the  same 
period  Expenditure  amounted  to  £753  15s  10d.,  resulting  in  the 
amount  due  to  the  Bank  being  reduced  to  £91  6s.  9d. 

The  number  of  Patients  under  treatment  in  the  Hospital  during 
each  of  the  past  four  years  has  been — 

1923- 24  —  57  1925-26  —  66 

1924- 25  —  74  1926-27  —  77 

The  daily  expenditure  per  patient  during  the  same  period  was 
approximately  as  under — 

1923- 24  —  10s  2d.  1925-26  —  9s.  3d. 

1924- 25  —  8s.  3d.  1926-27  —  9s.  7d. 

The  daily  expenditure  for  food  in  respect  of  each  inmate,  staff 
included,  during  the  year  1926-27  was  2s.  4d. 

The  Pound  Day  held  in  December,  1926,  resulted  in  substantial 
gifts  to  the  Hospital  of  food  stuffs,  money,  etc.,  and  the  Trustees  much 
appreciate  the  support  given  to  this  effort. 

The  Sale  Stall  and  Street  and  Village  Collections  on  behalf  of  the 
Hospital  in  September,  1927,  realised  £98  5s.  9d.,  which  will  be  brought 
into  the  next  Financial  Statement  The  Trustees  thank  Mrs.  Walker, 
Mount  St.  John,  the  Ladies’  Committee,  Mr.  Tennant,  and  the  many 
helpers  who  contributed  to  the  success  of  this  appeal,  and  to  the  kind 
friends  who  sent  money  and  goods,  and  the  public  for  its  support. 

The  Trustees  also  especially  record  their  thanks  to  the  Churches 
and  Chapels  for  their  continued  and  much  valued  help,  and  to  the 
various  Associations,  etc.,  for  the  substantial  grants  made,  as  set  out  in 
the  Statement  annexed. 

The  Trustees  are  very  grateful  for  the  recent  anonymous  gift  of 
£500  for  improvements,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  accommodation 
of  children  at  the  Hospital,  and  also  for  the  offer  to  bear  the  cost  of  an 
extension  to  the  present  hospital  buildings.  Both  these  matters  are 
receiving  their  earnest  attention. 

They  are  also  glad  to  report  the  bequest  of  £1500  by  the  late  Mr. 
Thomas  Hutchinson  Russell. 

The  thanks  of  the  Trustees  are  due  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff, 
to  Mr  E.  Mitchell  for  kindly  auditing  the  accounts,  and  other  Officers 
for  their  services,  to  the  subscribers  for  their  continued  support,  to  those 
who  so  kindly  sent  linen,  eggs,  fuel,  gifts  of  game,  fruit,  flowers,  etc., 
books,  magazines,  and  papers  for  the  use  of  patients,  all  of  which  have 
been  greatly  appreciated,  and  to  all  who  have  in  any  way  helped  the 
work  of  this  hospital  during  the  past  year.
